Seeing 
him hanging in the wagon shed 
with a rope looped around an over­ 
head rafter and tied to his neck 
Mrs Sterner ran to the house*, pro- 
cured a knife and cut the rope.

stroke suffered at his law office seven weeks ago. 
He was atfed 56 years, and was a prominent member of 
the Franklin county bar since 1896. 
A fter the paralytic seizure seven weeks ago, 
Senator 
Bonbrake was always in a precarious condition, with

He had been uncon- 
sci< ii" for several days preceding his death.

Mr Bonbrake m ade such a com ­ 
mendable record in the state senate 
during his first

T O D A Y ’ S T A L K

.NOBLK PHILOSOPHY 


I HAVE a friend who loves to call me a philosopher. 
For why I know 
* not for I know that I am ignorant of philosophy, save as I liave evolved 
a philosophy of my own 
I have studied no philosophers. 
I, therefore, belong to no school, as 
they say. 
I merely study people and from them gain w hat little philo­ 
sophy I own. 
I remember reading of a man. noted for his philosophy and good 
sense. 
One day a friend asked him what books he read. 
He replied 
th a t he read no books—but that he must own up to the fact that he often 
sat for hours and merely poked at his open fire! 
In this life we go through fires, we tread rocky paths, we experience 
both hell and heaven—and then we take on a philosophy of our own. or 
we do not. The noble emerge with their philosophies— the ignorant m ere­ 
ly brood and ail for the most of their lives. 
One reason why I love to read Stevenson is because of the lovely 
philosophy which he created within his heart 
Here is something from 
his pen. 
He m ust have first dipped that pen into his heart. 


“I have trod the upward and the downward slope; 
I have endured and done in days before; 
I have longed for all. and bid farewell to hope: 
And I have lived, and loved, a mf “closed the door." 


Stevenson's was that faith th at emerges from the “great task of h ap ­ 
piness.’' 
But he knew suffering as well. 
One ol the most stim ulating little books I have ever owned, and read, 
was written by William Jam es, called “Talks to Students." 
In it are sev­ 
eral essays one entitled The Gospel of Relaxation,’’ another “On a Cer­ 
tain Blindness in People" and another “W hat Makes Life Significant.’’ 
I irish I were able to distribute a million ropier of this choice little* trea s­ 
ure. 
To my notion. Pnofessor Jam es was one of the great benefactors of 
the race. 
But you can't teach people philosophy, somehow.
